navy's 


outstanding lighter-than-air 
expert and an eyewitness 
of the 
Hindenburg's fiery 


destruction, today told a de- 
partment of commerce in- 
vestigation board that "a small 
burst of flame on tho after part of 
the ship on the top" was the first 
sign of the disaster that befell the 
dirigible. 


"My feeling was at once that it 


spelled the doom of the ship," he 
declared. 
Himself the survivor of one of 


America's major airship disasters, 
the destruction of the Shcnandoah 
in 1025, 
Rosendahl was the first 


witness called as the investigation 
opened in the great hangar. Rain 
drizzled down on the Hindenburg 
wreck on the airfield a third of a 
mile away. 
"It is, of course, obvious," Rosen- 


dahl said, "that I have no 
edge what was the origin 
fire." 


The present commandant of the 


U. S. naval air station here, Rosen- 
dahl preceded his description of the 
actual disaster by telling the three- 
man investigation board and its 
staff of technical advisors that the 
Hindenburg came down to her last 
landing under atmospheric condi- 
tions that were "entirely satisfac- 
tory" and with the ground crew 
proceeding In a normal 
manner. 


The ship's pre-landing maneuvers 
were nothing unusual, he added.

HENRY FORD LUSHES 
OUT AT GOVERNMENT 
TAX ON HELD PROFITS 


DECLARES 
FORD 
MOTOR 


COMPANY TARGET LEGIS- 
LATION BY FINANCIERS 


DETROIT, May 
7.—(IP)—Henry 
'ord, who steadfastly opposed the 
VRA to the day it was declared 
unconstitutional, said today he also 
would oppose the federal tax in 
undistributed profits, 
He described it, In an inter- 


flow, as "ramshackle legislation," 
nacted by "polltiicans who are 
_>arrots for the international fi- 
nanciers." 


The Ford Motor company, 
he 
leclarcd, is the "target." 


"The real purpose is to tax the 


ndcpcndents, large and small, out 
of existence," he said. "The finan- 
ciers want to drive every inde- 
pendent business man to borrow 
money, to make American busi- 
ness pay continual tribute to the 
money lenders." 


He spoke 
approvingly 
of a 
'changed attitude" he noted in 
congress toward that and similar 
matters. 
"Congress did not concoct this

"If we knew where the money 
s going, it we knew it was doing 
anything to lift the national level, 
that would be different. But the 
spots where things are not getting 
any better are the spots where 
they say the money Is going.

The senate military affairs com- 
mittee, stirred by the Hindenburg 
catastrophe, approved a bill today 
to liberalize commercial sale and 
export of non-inflammable helium, 
of which the United States has a 
monopoly. 


Whether the bill would permit 
sale of sufficient of the gas to 
permit operation of German zep- 
pelins in transatlantic service was 
not entirely clear. 


The bill would permit export of 


quantities of helium, "that are not 
of military importance" subject to 
regulations approved by the Pres- 
ident and the secretaries of war, 
navy and interior. 
Sale of helium to citizens of 
the 
United States, or domestic 


corporations, would be authorized 
subject 
to regulations 
approved 
by the President upon the condi- 
tion that the government would 
have the right to repurchase the 
gas for national defense purposes. 


Members of the committee were 
not sure whether the bill would 
permit sale of enough helium to 
Germany 
for 
operation 
of 
her 


commercial dirigible service, but 
one of them. Senator Thomas CD- 
Utah) said he favored such auth- 
orization. 


"We ought to sell helium to for- 
eigners for non-military purposes," 
Thomas said. 


"To keep helium to ourselves 
would he like keeping gasoline 
to ourselves.

AND SON 
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Dirigible Hindenburg 
Burst Into Flames As 
It Nosed For Landing 


LAKEHURST, N. J., May 7.—W—Inquiries were 


started quickly today into the blazing disaster that be- 
fell Germany's mighty Zeppelin Hindenburg and carried 
to a fiery death nearly a third of the 
ninety-seven 


aboard. 


The known dead and missing late today stood at 


thirty—one a member of the ground crew—while sixty- 
eight were known to have survived the holocaust over 
the Lakehurst naval air station last night. 


Unofficial list showed the survivors to be 24 passen- 


gers, 44 of the crew; the known dead or missing to be 
13 passengers, six of the crew, and ten others, mostly 
crew, whose names were not kncnyn. The one death on 
the ground brought the total to thirty. 


The county coroner opened on investigation this aft- 


ernoon and officials of two nations—Germany and the 
United States—and of the state of New Jersey began 
preliminary inquiries in an effort to fix the blame for 
the mysterious outburst of flames which ripped asunder 
the largest dirigible in the-world. 


In stunned Germany, Dr. Hugo Eckener, designer of 


the famous skyliner, was named head of a commission of 
six to investigate the explosion. 


Other formal inquiries here were held in abeyance 


while high officials conferred, trying, as one spokesman 
put it, "to clarify the status" of any investigation. 


Dr. Hans Luther, retiring Ger-" 


man ambassador to the United 
States, who rushed to the scene of 
the disaster and interviewed some 
of the survivors, said that "no one 
knows" what caused the blast. He 
said he expressed the attitude of 
Chancellor Hitler. 


Many and Varied Theories 


Theories—many 
and 
varied— 
were advanced by experts and lay- 
men alike, but pending a thorough 
probe, the mystery remained un- 
solved—as perhaps it may always 
remain.

WATERFRONT BLAZE 


IN SAN FRANCISCO 


INJURES FIREMEN 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—(/P) 
—Dense clouds of smoke rolled 
along Sa.n Francesco's south wa- 
terfront today as firemen battled
